That's the lesson of my recently lauding the rarish (250 made) L'il LuLu 
6M TX and the super rare (5) companion RX. 


Right after I offered a packet of LuLu views and reviews for $1 and an 
SASE, W8FIX sent some jpegs and, archeologically, I found a picture of a 
PAIR or LuLus in use. 


Herbert Holtje, W2TQS of Tenafly, N.J., is shown on page 21 of Editors 
and Engineers "The Fun of Ham Radio, 1st ed, 1st printing, 1965, with 
both LuLus in a station with an HQ-150, the inevitable Ranger and a Heath 
SWR meter. I cannot tell if the meter is the one that misstates the SWR. 


But there is a HB TX for 2M or 220 with 6360s and a Vibroplex, too. Ifa 
LuLu TX performed like most 6M stuff on CW, and he used a Vibroplex, it 
must have sounded like FSK. 


T'll add this art from Robert Hertzberg, W2DJJ's little book to my send 
out and continue to welcome any news of LuLus, Tecraft, or anything about 
Six Meters before SSB and 2M FM killed it. 


A fun fact: The L'il LuLu TX has a small, CB looking edge meter on the 
top left while the RX has a larger square meter. The TX has three 
toggles below the meter, but the RX has only two. 


Those rules should stand for the commercials. I have not seen a club 


built LuLu TX, but some sharp eyed Yankee reminds me Whippany Labs, Ed 
Ladd's company, shared Whippany NEW JERSEY with Bell Labs -- it was not 
in New York. My only defense for the mistake is that Barry Goldwater 
wanted to saw that part off the country off. It sounded fine to me. We 
knew Teddy Kennedy could swim.

Subject: POWER TRANSFORMER QUESTIONS

I've got a Halli HA-6 6m transverter but no ps for it. The matching Halli 
P-26 ps is scarce & expensive. I paid $50 for the HA-6 & the ps seems 
quite a bit more. So, I'm thinking about rolling my own. 


The P-26 provides 2 outputs for xmit: 700 VDC @ 150 mA for plates of 5894 
dual tetrode final & 260 VDC @ 125 mA for PA screens & rest of transverter. 


It has a dual-tapped (high & low voltage taps plus a center tap) HV 
secondary xfmr & uses ss diodes. The plate supply uses a swinging choke 
(8/27 H) input followed by 20 uf of filtering. The other uses a pi-net, 40 
uF 1st filter, 9 H smoothing choke, & 40 uF final filter. 


Now this ct seems strange to me. My experience is to see ss rectifiers and 
capacitor filters only, no chokes. 


I wanted to see what other mfrs did with this. The Drake AC-3 ps (for 
powering T-4* SSB xmtr) uses ss rectifiers (in a full wave doubler for 
both plate & screen supplies--it does draw a lot of current at turn on, I 
can see & hear it) & only caps for filtering. 


I don't know what the Collins 516F-2 (for 32S-* xmtr) does. 


I found a statement from QST Tech Corres (9/94) which said that capacitor 
input filters require power xfmrs with "low" leakage reactances. Said that 
cap input ps filters are the norm with amateur ps's these days. Can get as 
good as 4% quiescent to full-load regulation with low leakage reactance 
xfmrs. 


Sez xfimrs with "high" leakage reactance require choke input filters. Use 
of cap input filters with such xfmrs gives poor regulation, about 35% even 
with lots of caps (120 uF). Choke inputs needed. 


A clue is statement that low leakage reactance xfmrs should use a 
soft-start ct to limit turn-on in-rush current. Bill Orr says (in Radio 
Hdbk) low secondary winding resistances and low leakage reactance between 


pri & secondary windings give high inrush current and that larger xfmrs 
tend to be in that catagory. 


Most of my refs are packed away for moving so can't see what they say on 
this. "Radiotron" chap 5 talks about leakage "inductance"--is this the 
extent of the leakage reactance, i.e. only inductance? 


I want to be able to use cap input filters as I don't have many chokes 
around & can't necessarily id those which are of the swinging(!) variety. 
My xfmr selection is exclusively from old stuff, up to 40-60 years old 
taken from old ps's. But reasonable regulation is necessary for an SSB 
device's power supply so... 


I'm thinking of using a big Motorola ps. It's for 100 watt output VHF FM 
xmtrs. Gives 670 V @ 260 mA continuous for plates; 270 V @ 70 mA & 200 V 
@20 mA continuous for other uses are derived from 670 V line via series 
resistance. Uses 3B28's in full wave ct. 


But...the matching FM xmtr draws continuous steady current, not like SSB 
so only static regulation is worried about not dynamic. However, with a 
300 watt commercial grade xfmr in SSB service you can uprate it by about a 
factor of 2-3X according to one of Orr's graphs which shows xfmr weight vs. 
Comm, CW, typ. IVS & max. IVS ratings. 


I could get more than 670 V from Mot. ps by using ss diodes instead of 
3B28's. But it's no good to get screen supply via series R, the regulation 
would be lousy. So another xfmr would be required for the screen supply. 


Orr describes (& Drake AC-3 uses) voltage doubler ps's for SSB use even 
though they intrinsically have poorer regulation. He presents a lot of 
data & graphs on getting that kind of ps right. Show dyn. regulation of 6 
to 16% which is fine, IMO. 


So my question to the collective intellect of this multitude of 
filamentarians is, what quantitively is meant by low & high amounts of xfmr 
leakage reactance? How is it measured, directly, indirectly? By looking 
at inrush current or regulation or what?
